board  then  analyzes  this  in- 
formation, estimates  the  ap- 
proximate income,  and  plans 
adjustments  to  the  budget. 

The  anticipated  income  is 
figured  by  multiplying  the 
number  of  full-time  students 
times  the  amount  of  the  fee 
($20)  times  two  semesters. 
The  anticipated  income  for 
the  1982-83  year  is  $33,000. 

Prior  to  the  present  policy, 
part-time  students  had  also 
been  charged  the  fee,  and 
were  included  in  the  antici- 
pated income.  But  due  to  a 
policy  change,  part-time 
students  are  no  longer  as- 
sessed this  charge. 

Cuts  to  bring  the  budget 
within  the  limitations  are 
made  wherever  possible.  For 
example,  part-time  students 
will  now  receive  cardboard 
ID's  with  no  photographs. 
The  reason  for  this  is  because 
the  majority  of  the  time,  the 
cards  were  used  only  to  pick 
up  grades.

Learn  a life  saving  technique

Each  year  over  one  million 
people  in  the  U.S.  have  heart 
attacks.  One  half  of  these  die 
within  the  first  two  hours. 
Many  could  have  been  saved 
by  prompt  application  of  CPR. 

CPR  (Cardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation)  is  a lifesaving 
procedure  performed  to  pro- 
vide artificial  breathing  and 
circulation  of  the  blood  for  a 
person  whose  own  breathing 
and  heart  have  stopped  func- 
tioning as  in  a heart  attack, 
drug  overdose,  poisoning, 
drowning  or  choking. 


CPR  is  not  difficult  to  learn. 
The  skill,  which  must  be  dem- 
onstrated and  practiced  on 
a lifesize  manikin,  can  be 
mastered  in  a four-hour 
course  or  a more  intensified 
eight-hour  course. 

CPR  NOW!  is  sponsored 
by  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Ewing  Kauff- 
man, owners  of  the  Kansas 
City  Royals  Baseball  Club 
and  founders  of  Marion  Lab- 
oratories. CPR  NOW!,  Greater 
Kansas  City's  Save-a-Life 
Project  is  an  extensive  pro- 


gram designed  to  coordinate 
and  promote  CPR  training 
throughout  Kansas  City. 

CPR  training  will  be  offered 
at  Avila  in  the  Mabee  Field- 
house  on  March  27  from  12:30 
to  4:15.  Participants  are  ad- 
vised to  wear  sneakers  or 
socks  to  avoid  damage  to  the 
gym  floor. 

The  key  to  saving  lives  is 
the  immediate  response  of  a 
CPR-trained  person  at  the 
scene.  That  person  could 
be  you!!!! 


Faculty  members  awarded  grants 
in  Title  3 development  program

Three  Avila  faculty  mem- 
bers were  recently  awarded 
grants  under  the  faculty  de- 
velopment portion  of  the  Title 
III  program. 

The  three  faculty  members 
are  Dave  Storm,  Dr.  Patricia 
Hardgrave,  and  Sister  Col- 
lette Marie.  The  grants  will 
finance  programs  they  de- 
signed to  enhance  their  teach- 
ing abilities  which  in  turn 
will  benefit  the  student. 

In  another  faculty  develop- 
ment area  Dr.  Thomas  Gritez 
spoke  and  conducted  work- 
shops on  academic  advising. 

This  has  led  to  one  depart- 
ment drawing  up  contracts 
between  the  instructors  and 
the  students  according  to 


program  coordinator  Pat 
Martin. 

She  feels  the  work  in  aca- 
demic advising  is  a needed 
step  in  the  right  direction  with 
the  large  number  of  part-time 
instructors  at  Avila. 

In  the  student  services 
portion  of  the  Title  III  pro- 
gram, Mary  Jane  Costello  is 
now  working  full  time  as  the 
Director  of  Career  Develop- 
ment and  Placement. 

She  works  with  student 
groups,  individuals,  and  local 
businesses  to  generate  ca- 
reer opportunities  for  Avila 
students. 

Mary  Steward  is  in  charge 
of  the  academic  skills  area 
providing  course  supplements 


and  tutoring  for  students  of 
all  abilities  wishing  to  im- 
prove their  academic  skills. 

In  the  curriculum  develop- 
ment area  the  faculty  has 
added  Dr.  Jeff  Morganegg 
as  a physics  instructor  and 
Dr.  Dave  Mosher  in  the  Social 
Sciences  to  teach  in  the  area 
of  Health  Services  Adminis- 
tration. 

Bob  Sampson  is  continuing 
to  work  on  the  business  in- 
tern program. 

The  final  area  of  the  Title 
III  program  is  in  fiscal  man- 
agement. This  entails  com- 
puter capability  for  the  cam- 
pus. Currently  the  computers 
are  being  installed  and  should

Avalanche  falls  to  Griffs 
in  second  round  action

Avila's  dreams  and  hopes 
of  playing  in  the  NAIA  Na- 
tional Tournament  were 
dashed  almost  singlehand- 
edly  by  Missouri  Western's 
Pete  McNeal  in  second  round 
District  16  playoff  action. 

The  Griffon  forward  scored 
a school  record  49  points  to 
lead  his  team  to  an  89-82  vic- 
tory over  the  Avalanche.  The 
loss  left  Avila  with  a 16-10 
record  for  the  1981-82  season. 

In  the  game  Avila  found 
themselves  down  30-21  mid- 
way through  the  first  half. 
Baxter  Jones  then  hit  two 
quick  jumpers  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  Ralph  Burton  with 
a tip-in  to  narrow  the  Griffs 
lead. 

Bob  Harbin  then  brought 
the  Avalanche  back  the  rest 
of  the  way  by  sinking  four  free 
throws  and  a shot  from  half 
court  at  the  buzzer.  The  final 
basket  gave  Avila  a 41-40  lead. 

Avila  wasn't  able  to  hold 
the  lead  as  Missouri  Western 
outscored  Avila  12-3  in  the 
opening  minutes  of  the  sec- 
ond half  to  pull  in  front  52-44. 
From  that  point  on  the  Ava- 
lanche were  unable  to  draw 
closer  than  four  points. 

Jones  led  the  Avalanche 
in  his  final  game  with  22  points. 
Harbin  followed  with  a sea- 
son high  20  points,  hitting  8 
of  1 2 from  the  floor  and  4 of  4 


from  the  free  throw  line.  Mark 
Hatchett  was  the  only  other 
Avila  player  in  doublefigures 
with  19  points. 

As  a team  Avila  made  35  of 
67  field  goals  and  12  of  14 
free  throws.  Avila  was  out- 
rebounded  in  the  game  43-32. 

The  Avalanche  reached 
the  second  round  of  the  play- 
offs by  defeating  their  old 
nemesis  Southwest  Baptist 
74-59.  It  was  Avila’s  first  win 
in  eight  meetings  against 
the  Bearcats. 

Avila  did  not  take  control 
of  the  game  until  the  final 
minutes  when  they  outscored 
Southwest  Baptist  16-4  to 
take  a 70-55  lead.  The  Ava- 
lanche took  the  lead  on  the 
strength  of  their  fast  break 
offense  and  free  throw 
shooting. 

In  the  first  half  the  lead 
changed  hands  six  times  with 
neither  team  taking  more 
than  a three  point  lead.  Avila 
made  50%  of  their  field  goals 
in  the  first  half  and  shot  a 
perfect  5 for  5 from  the  free 
throw  line. 

For  the  game  Avila  shot  30 
of  56  on  their  field  goals  and 
12  of  14  from  the  free  throw 
line.  Their  defense  held  South- 
west Baptist  to  only  a 40.7 
shooting  percentage  from 
the  floor. 

A balanced  scoring  attack 


was  the  key  for  the  offense 
as  all  five  players  who  scored 
were  in  double  figures.  Hatch- 
ett led  the  attack  with  23  points 
hitting  9 of  12  field  goals  and 
5 of  6 free  throws.  Following 
Hatchett  were  Jones  with  20 
points,  Harbin  with  11  points, 
and  Darrek  Porter  and  Mar- 
vin Sellers  with  10  points  each. 

Hatchett  and  Sellers  con- 
trolled the  boards  during  the 
game  with  1 1 and  9 rebounds 
respectively.  As  a team  Avila 
outrebounded  the  Bearcats 
36  to  25. 

Hatchett  wound  up  the 
season  leading  the  Avalanche 
in  scoring  with  an  18.3  aver- 
age, in  rebounding  with  a9.7 
average,  and  in  field  goal 
percentage  by  shooting  56.6. 
The  leading  free  throw  shoot] 
er  was  Jim  Donnelly  who 
shot  85.2%. 

Second  in  scoring  and  re- 
bounding was  Jones  who 
averaged  1 6.8  points  and  6.8 
rebounds.  Leading  in  assists 
was  Darrek  Porter  with  an 
average  of  5.2  per  game. 

As  a team  the  Avalanche 
shot  49.9%  on  their  field  goals, 
71.8%  on  their  free  throws, 
and  averaged  35.8  rebounds 
per  game.  Their  scoring  aver- 
age was  69.8  points  per  game 
while  the  opposition  averaged 
66.9  points  per  game.
